Minority  Listening 

The  night  was  humid  in  New  York 
City,  and  the  windows  stood  open  in  the 
West  Side  apartment  where  nine  men, 
the  majority  in  their  20s,  lounged  on 
the  floor  and  talked,  mostly  about  sex. 
It  might  have  been  a  bull  session  almost 
anywhere,  except  for  two  things:  Eight 
of  the  nine  participants  were  acknowl- 
edged homosexuals,  and  an  Ampex  600 
tape  recorder  was  catching  every  word 
of  their  frank— and  sometimes  fractious- 
discussion  of  their  lives  in  the  shadowy 
half-world  of  homosexual  society. 

The  ninth  man  at  the  session  was  Dick 
Elman,  2S-year-oId  public-affairs  direc- 
tor of  New  York's  listener-supported  ra- 
dio station  WBAI-FM.  Weeks  before  the 
panelists  met  in  the  West  Side  apart- 
ment, Elman  had  been  approached  by 
a  slender  young  man  pseudonymously 
identified  on  his  business  card  as  "Ran- 
dolfe  Wicker,"  public-relations  director 
of  the  Homosexual  League  of  New  York. 
After  hearing  one  of  WBAI's  hard-hitting 
documentaries  on  juvenile  delinquency, 
"Wicker "  tried  to  sell  Elman  on  a  show 
giving  homosexuals  a  chance  to  speak 
for  themselves.  (Two  earlier  panel  dis- 
cussions of  homosexuality,  taped  four 
vears  ago  by  WBAI's  sister-station 
KPFA-FM  in  Berkeley,  Calif.,  and 
broadcast  just  last  April  on  WBAI,  were 
conducted  by  "experts,"  "Wicker"  argued 
—not  by  acknowledged  homosexuals.) 
After  some  consideration,  Elman  agreed 
to  put  homosexuals  on  the  air.  "It  seemed 
to  be  a  fairly  legitimate  thing,"  he  says 
mildly,  "to  show  homosexuals  as  they 
see  themseKes. '  "Wicker"  provided  the 
panelists    from    his    own    acquaintances. 

As  the  reels  of  tape  spun  on,  the 
panelists  talked  heatedly  among  them- 
selves. Last  week  WBAI  broadcast 
the  tape  of  their  talk.  It  made  96 
minutes    of    intriguing,    if    intellectually 


inconclusive,  listening.  Some  excerpts: 
►On  women:  "If  women  would  carry 
their  weight  in  society  .  .  .  there'd  be  a 
heck  of  a  lot  fewer  homosexuals  .  .  .  The 
female  in  this  society  has  caused  more 
misery  to  the  heterosexual  male  .  . .  than 
anything  you  can  imagine." 
►On  bisexuality:  "I  am  a  man;  I  know 
I'm  a  man  ...  I  happen  to  like  men  sex- 
ually. I  also  happen  to  like  women  sex- 
ually. I  happen  to  be  somewhat  of  a 
hedonist  in  sexual  relationships." 
►On  availability:  "There's  always 
someone. " 

►On  conformity:  "Homosexuals  and  Bo- 
hemians are  different;  they're  not  free. 
Most  of  them  follow  a  narrow  little  set 
of  rules— different  rules,  but  in  their  own 
little  society  they're  just  as  narrow  as 
anybody  else,  and  there  are  as  many 
Babbitt  homosexuals  as  heterosexuals." 

Most  WBAI  listeners  apparently  were 
undisturbed  by  these  remarks.  One  $12 
annual  subscription  was  canceled,  but 
about  .50  new  ones  came  in  as  a  result  of 
the  broadcast.  (There  are  12,000  sub- 
scribers, but  WBAI  has  no  idea  how 
many  of  them— or  how  many  free-loaders 
—tuned  in  on  the  homosexual  program.) 

In  any  case,  the  show  came  as  no  sur- 
prise to  regular  WBAI  listeners.  Elman 
and  one  assistant  regularly  grind  out 
twent\'  hours  a  week  of  public-affairs 
programing,  and  the  station  in  the  past 
has  given  air  time  to  a  Communist  and  to 
the  American  Nazi  Party.  "One  of  our 
functions  is  to  give  minorities  a  chance  to 
talk,"  says  station  manager  Mel  Most. 
"We're  completely  uninstitutionalized," 
Elman  says.  "By  their  very  nature,  there 
are  certain  things  other  stations  can't 
do."  WBAI's  next  big  public-affairs 
project  is  a  documentary  study  of  hous- 
ing in  one  of  New  York's  deteriorating 
neighborhoods.  "It  will  be  an  attempt 
to  have  a  neighborhood  describe  itself," 
Elman  says,  "and  then  let  the  listener 
decide  what  should  be  done  about  it."
